Chaffey Bonds Will Provide 
Funds for Long Range Planning 


Getting the $13,500,000 Chaffey bond issue approved at 
the election Feb. 1 is the big objective for property owners, 
parents and persons interested in providing suitable educa- 
tional facilities for young people in the community. 


Five million dollars of the proposed bond money will be 
for a “new” Chaffey college campus on a site north of Foothill 
Blvd, near Etiwanda. 


Eight anu one half million dollars of the proposed outlay 
is for five new high school sites. for completion of the Upland 
high. school, and construction of new high school acilities in 
Monte Vista and in the Alta Loma-Cucamonga-Etiwanda dis- 
trict. 


This is part of the “long range” program advocated by 
many people. While it is short of what many people in the 
Upland-foothill area wanted, it will provide facilities for about 
nine years. 


A school district can be bonded only up to five per cent 
of the assessed valuation, even though bonds may be voted 
far in excess of the current bonding capacity. As the bonding 
capacity is increased and as previously voted bonds are paid, 
new bonds can be issued. Thus, the Chaffey district will be 
bonded up to capacity for many years. During the first year 
after the bond issue, about $1,600,000 in bonding capacity will 
be available. Thus. the Upland high school will be completed. 
In yor succeeding year, about $1,000,000 in bonds may be 
sold. 


Approval of a multi-million dollar bond issue at one 
election is far more preferable than to have bond elections 
every year or so. 


The Chaffey college district, a separate entity from the 
high school district, is out of debt and the $5,000,000 in bonds 
can be issued when the time is opportune. That may be in 
about three years when a new site is selected and plans com- 
pleted for a new college campus for 1,800 students. 


When the college moves, the present facilities on the 
Euclid campus will be used by high school students. 


Thus, if the bonds are approved, school officials can meet 
the educational needs as the population increases and as the 
financial ability is realized.

- the same general location annexed by Ontario six months ago 
are uninhabitated. In due time, however, the area will be in- 
habitated and the new residents will be in “Upland” — except 
for water service and for police and fire protection. 


All the other area north of the freeway and the prolong- 
ation of the freeway line to the east is in Upland. For some 
reason, Ontario city councilmen are apparently very eager to 
extend their limits as far north as possible and to include as 
much as possible the “Upland” area to their city. 


: The amount of property involved is very trivial but the 

important aspect is the fact that Ontario has initiated the cur- 

rent annexation and the councilmen have not acceded to the 

suggestion of Upland officials to stop proceedings and to dis- 
_ cuss the problems of the common boundary lines.

To Be Built 
Next Year 


One of Upland’s major con- 
struction enterprises for 1957, 
was announced this week by the 
Board of Trustees of San Antonio 
Community hospital, who plan 
construction of a new maternity 
wing at the hospital at an ap- 
proximate cost of $500,000. 

The board and medical staff 
in announcing the plans state 
construction is to be started soon, 
with expected completion for oc- 
cupancy by the latter part of 
1957. Medical Staff of the San 
Antonio Community hospital at 
their annual combined meeting 
on Nov. 20, in the Barr Solarium 
at the hesaital received plans for 
construction of the new maternity 
unit. The new unit will provide 
thirty-one additional beds, five 
nurseries, with thirty-five bas- 
sinets six labor rooms, three de- 
livery units, a recovery room. 
doctor’s and _ nurses’ lockers. 
utility rooms of various types 
and a nurses’ lounge, covering 
a total of 18,000 square feet with 
a 6,000 foot basenrent. 


OBSERVATION PLANNED 


There will be an observation 
loggia for the viewing of the 
newborn, entirely separate from 
other traffic that gives members 
of the family uninhibited free- 
dom in “taking a look’’ at their 
offspirng, except during the feed- 
ing periods.

This wing has also provided 
a room for teaching mothers be- 
fore and after they becom™Me pa- 
tients, The fathers’ room, which 
has been named the “Stork 
Club” is in. close proximity to 
the progress rooms, where the 
father may. accompany his wife 
until she is transferred to the de- 
livery suite. 


WEBER, LIBRARY

Beyond the library (east) will 
be the new medical records. li- 
brary with a fire;resistant base- 
ment for the storage of medical 
records. The mezzanine floor of 
this room will be utilized for the 
coding and indexing of charges 
and the various diseases. New 
coding procedures make it pos- 
sible to select needed charts for 
study and research in a matter 
of seconds.

3. Construction of high school 
facilities on this foothill site at a 
cost ,of $3,000,000. 

4. Purchase of a 200 acre col- 
in the general area 
north of Foothill Blvd. east or 
west of Etiwanda Ave. Construct- 
ion of two-year college facilities 
ffor 1,800 students. 

5. Construction of a high school 
in the Monte Vista district at a 
cost of $3,000,000. 

These proposed installations 
are to be completed in about 
nine years according to the ten- 
tative schedule of classroom 
needs and the financial ability 
of the Chaffey district. 


APPROVAL ANTICIPATED 


Official preparations for. the 
bond issue election Feb. 1 are 
being made today following ac- 
tion of the Chaffey board of ed- 
ucation last week. While the ma- 
jority of members of the so-called 
Chaffey Planning committee did 
not see their recommendations 
accepted by the Chaffey board, 
the outlook is for general approv- 
al of the bond issue figure. Rep- 
resentatives of Upland, Alta Lo- 
ma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda on 
the planning committee had fa- 
vored an additional sum of ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 in the bond 
total. This additional sum was 
sought to insure eventual con- 
struction of auditoriums at the 
three proposed high schools. The 
committee voted 29 to 21 in favor 
of this recommendation but the 
board members declined this rec- 
ommendation. 

Two seperate bond issues one 
for the high school and one for 
the college will be held Feb. 1. 
The high school issue will be for 


located to}: 


$8,500,000 and the college issue 
will be for $5,000,000. 

High school facilities will be 
built to serve 7,000 students. 

As part of the long-range pro- 
gram, sites for future high 
schools wit] be purchased in the 
southeastern part of Ontario and 
at Guasti. 


AMEND MOTION 


Members of the Chaffey plan- 
ning committee and the board 
of education met early last week 
for a bond issue decision. After 
prolonged discussion, a motion 
recommending the two bond is- 


sues was sponsored by Carleton 


Appleby and Dr. Wm. Kelber, An 
amendment to the motion, set- 
ting forth the foothill group’s 
views was sponsored by Francis 
Shaw and W. W. Woodward. This 
amendment and the amended 
motion were approved by a vote 
of 29 to 21. Board action, how- 
ever, accepted the figures fa- 
vored by Mr. Appleby and Dr. 
Kelber. 

J. Dewey Harnish has been 
named architect for the Monte 
Vista high school, the fee being 
8 per cent of the total construct- 
ion cost. 

‘Mr. Appleby and Dr. Kelber 
were outspoken opponents of the 
recently defeated Chaffey bond 
issues. 


The plan calls for removal 
of the college from the Euclid 
Ave. campus and establishment 
of a new campus near Etiwanda. 
Fontana is also a part of the 
college district. The high school 
would then use the present col- 
lege facilities. The plan also calls 
for the raising of additional funds 
through an ‘‘excess tax rate ap- 
proval’’ so the high school dis- 
trict can compensate the college 
district. 


DETAILS GIVEN 


Making up the $8,500,000 high 
school proposed outlay and the 
sequence of expenditures are the 
following: 

Purchase of the five sites for 
an estimated $800,000. 

Completion of Upland high 
school for 1,800 students at a cost 
of $1,600,000. 

Construction of the Monte Vis- 
ta high school for 1,500 students 
at $3,000,000. 

Construction of the east foot- 
hill area high school for $3,000,- 


000. 

This schedule leaves a ‘‘Cush- 
ion’’ in the fund of $100,000 to pro- 
vide for possible increased costs. 

Chaffey school district can be 
bonded only up to 5 per cent of 
the assessed valuation. With the 
bonds approyed, only a portion 
of them can be: sold from time 
to time as the assessed valuation 
increases and as the present 
bonds are paid off.

ATTITUDES CHANGE 


Attitude of the Japanese peop- 
le toward America was changed 
in a very short time — between 
dropping of the atomic bombs 
and the post-war influence of 
General McArthur, Dr. Lauba¢h 
said in citing the possibilities of 
the rapid changes in the attitudes 
of the illiterates. American mis- 
sionaries changed the wants of 
the Chinese from ignorance to 
better things, said the speaker, 
who declared ‘‘that agricultural 
missionaries should have been 
with the religious missionaries 
in teaching the Chinese how tu 
satisfy their physical hunger 
when the people began to learn 
of a better way of life.’ 

Dr. Laubach is internationally 
known for his system of spread- 
ing education through the philo- 
sophy of ‘Each One, Teach 
One’’. When an illiterate in the 
“dark countries of the world” 
learns to read he has the re- 
sponsibility of teaching one. 
Thus, Dr. Laubach has spread 
knowledge to millions. 


ACTION URGED 


‘What can you do?”’ he asked 
and then he listed these points: 

‘1, Know how your free-will 
contributions: are spent. 

“2. Write letters to your news- 
paper editors, senators and pub- 
lic officials relative to urging 
the spread of education, 

“3. Write to the chief of’ the 
armed forces and suggest that 
American soldiers stationed 
throughout the world be taught 
(which takes only a few lessons) 
on how to teach the natives to 
read and to use modern meth- 
ods, of, food-raising. 

“4, Tell all America about the 
needs of the world.” 

Hunger — not communism — 
is the biggest ‘problem in the 
world, Dr. Laubach said. 

“At one time the masses ac- 
cepted their plight and their re- 
ligion encouraged them to with- 
stand hunger and suffering,’ he 
continued. ‘Today, the masses 
have their eyes opened. They 
know there is a better way of 
life — and they will accept any- 
thing as long as it is a change. 
Now is the time for Americans 
to spread their great influence 
for good and generosity to all 
the black continents.’ 

Dr. Ralph W. Lee, Methodist 
minister, presided, with the Rev. 
A. C. Burkholder and the Rev. 
Trusten A. Hart also participa- 
ting in the service.
